It was a pleasure to hear your able address 
a few nights ago at the First Methodist Church in Evanston, 
and to observe the skilful way in which you answered 
questions. 

We would like to invite you to offer a course in the 
Garrett summer school for 1947. We have two five-week terms 
in the summer. The first term ih 1947 will run from June 23 to 
J udy S5 t and the second from July 28 to August 29. You 
could make your selection between them. 

Each teacher offers one course, which meets for two 
^consecutive 55-minute periods per day for four days a week, 

Tuesday through Friday. Th^p are no classes from Friday 
noon till the following Tuesday morning. This would mean that 
you would have a considerable portion of each day and your 
entire week-end free. 

We would like to have you offer a course on ” Inter national 
Relations and the Christian Message” or some similar subject. 

We hope to have James Dombrowski and also Ira Reid on our summer 
faculty; I believe you know them both. 

Usually there are about seventeen instructors in each of 
the two terms, most of them invited from outside of the regular 
school faculty. The school is conducted on an interdenominational 
basis and people come from all sections of the country. Further, 
it is a graduate school. About half of the students are 
seminarians; the others are ministers, teachers, and missionaries 
who have returned for a refresher course. Visiting instructors 
of other years have termed it the most stimulating school in 
which they have taught* I know that you could make an excellent 












contribution to their thinting[.and hope that you oan come® 

We oan pay a stipend of $450*00 plus accommodations 
In the dormitory where we house summer faculty. I wish It 
might be more, but we heap our fees at a low point so that 
even ministers with small incomes oan attend. 

I will appreciate hearing from you'as soon as 
convenient, and trust that your reply may be favorable*

To this Conference to which you will come, come only officers of Annual 
Conferences, Districts and Sub-Districts; no local church officers 
attend. They have a schedule which includes the "Quest Hour" in the 
morning, a series of courses which are both enrichment and training 
courses, a series of well-planned interest groups in the afternoon and 
evening schedules of varied activities. These Jurisdictional training 
conferences help the patterns and the attitudes for work back in local 
conferences and district so much so that everything we do in these 
Jurisdictional training conferences we want to be of the highest type 
in enrichment and training. 

Your help in the Conference will be that of a series of 
addresses in what is known as the "Qu est Hour 11 , which follows breakfast 
in the morning from 8:30 a.m. to 9:18 a.m. The opening part of this 
hour will be worshipful but brief and will be led by young people them¬ 
selves. Following the "Quest Hour" to 9:35 a.m. there will be a period 
for personal meditation by the young people.

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Another War Is Inevitable 
Unless Russian Policy Is 
Changed, Says Kirby Page 


World War III Is Inevitable un¬ 
less the United States succeeds in 
bringing about a . “moderating 
change in Russia's present war- 
making policy,” Kirby Page, dis¬ 
tinguished author and lecturer, 
told Sheboygan Kiwanians Thurs¬ 
day. 

Speaking at the Kiwanis club’s 
weekly luncheon meeting in the 
Hotel Foeste, Mr. Page, in Wis¬ 
consin on one lap of a nation-wide 
speaking tour, brilliantly analyzed 
the plight of current American re¬ 
lations with Russia. His appear¬ 
ance in the state is being spon¬ 
sored by the Wisconsin Council 
of Churches. 

Mr. Page is no cynic, but he sees 
little cause for optimism in scan¬ 
ning the international horizon. 

Only One Hope 


with words alone. It must con¬ 
vince them by its behavior. 

“We must look on the people of 
Russia as God’s people — people 
created in the image of God. We 
must recognize them as brothers 
and sisters of our own. We must 
go to them and say, ‘We face you 
with concern for your well being. 
What do you need?'” 

The Russians, he said, need 
plenty. Their industry, their vil¬ 
lages, their people have been rav¬ 
aged by a war that plunged them 
.into a 679 billion ruble debt. They 
need relief, rehabilitation and re¬ 
construction, a higher standard of 
living, and, more than that, they 
need to be delivered from the con¬ 
tinual horror and fear of war. 


only way to accomplish their 
poses is with “brute might.” 

Fear of U. S. 

(3) Their arrogance and con¬ 
tempt has produced a recklessness. 
The leaders know that commu¬ 
nism is going to increase in 
strength and that capitalism is 
becoming weaker and digging its 
own grave. It is a dogmatic con¬ 
viction, Mr. Page said, that has 
been carried to the point where 
they don’t doubt it. 

(4) Much of Russia’s aggres¬ 
sions has been propelled' by a 
deadly fear of the United States 
which has been created by the 
“irreconcilable” conflict between I 
capitalism and communism, by the 
invasion of foreign troops in Rus¬ 
sia after World War I, by the long 
period of Russian ostracism, and 
by the atomic bomb which shat¬ 
tered their hopes of security. 

Because of this "obsession” of 
capitalist fear, Russia wants to 
make its army as big and power¬ 
ful as it can, it wants to strength¬ 
en its navy and air force to a 
point where it can wage wa^r 
against a British-American coali¬ 
tion if necessary. 

Seeks Domination 


Of one thing he is certain. A 
continuation of the current arma¬ 
ments race between the principal 
powers of the world is the surest 
and quickest way to an atomic 
war — a war that may well blow 
the world out of existence. 

"The one hope for survival,” Mr. 
Page declared, "is to convince the 
Russians that capitalism is not 
trying to destroy communism. 
America can’t accomplish its aim 


Suggests Loan 

"Russia must have increased 
productivity within its borders and 
America must realize it. The 
United States should, if it has the 
wisdom and courage, make the 
same loan to Russia that it made 
to Britain, and tell them: ‘Here, 
use this for machinery to re¬ 
establish your industry, feed your I 
people, lift your standard of liv- j 
ing.' 

"We must realize that this, of 
course, will increase our own 
peril, but we must do it anyhow. 
It will make Russia stronger, yes, 
and she may use that extra 
strength to hit us all the harder. 

"This, then, is our dilemma. 
Either we must run the risk of an 
armaments race which will surely 
lead to another war, or we must 
run the risk of building up their 
strength with our eyes wide open. 
We must establish right relations 
with Russia or we’ll fight a third 
world war.” 

No Guarantees 

Mr. Page admitted that his so-* 
lution to the present hostility be¬ 
tween Russia and the United 
States carries with it no guaran¬ 
tee of success. * 

Describing the Russian policy 
as both "aggressive and threaten¬ 
ing,” the speaker offered four fac¬ 
tors to explain the Russian atti¬ 
tude: 

(1) The nature of membership 
in the communist party. The 
party, he said, is led by a group 
of zealous exponents of that way 
of life who believe in it with an 
intensity and’ practise it with a 
"sacrificial devotion.” As a re¬ 
sult, the government is bound to 
be one which "cares about the 
spread of the faith they believe 
superior and preferable.” 

(2) Russians place a premium 
on materialism, believe that the 


The speaker interpreted Russia’s 
insistence for buffer states on her 
border as "part of her struggle 
for power,” and said she is seek¬ 
ing to dominate all of southwest¬ 
ern Europe, the Far East and the 
European continent in that strug¬ 
gle. 

"If that policy is not changed— 
there won’t be any doubt about it 
—war will be the result. And it 
will be a war of atom bombs, bac¬ 
teria, of disease germs and con¬ 
centrated poisons.” 

Pointing an alarming finger to 
the expenditure of 11 billion U. S. 
dollars this year for armaments, 
Mr. Page said the nations of the 
world by 1956 would have invested 
200 billion dollars in preparing for 
fighting another war. 

"These,” he reminded his audi¬ 
ence, "are weapons of annihila¬ 
tion that will be capable of blow¬ 
ing the world into disintegration.” 

Armament Race "Fatal” 

Three out of four people -in 
America, he said, think the solu¬ 
tion is perfectly plain. If Russia 
wants to play the game of brute 
force, they reason, we’ll play it 
that way, too. We’ll keep our 
bases, renew our alliances with 
Britain, create a world-wide coali¬ 
tion against Russia. If 11 billion 
dollars a year for our armed 
forces isn’t enough, we’ll spend 
more. 

But Mr. Page hoisted a storm 
watning. A race for preponder¬ 
ance of power, he said, would be 
"suicidal.” He admitted that the 
problem was the most difficult sit¬ 
uation ever confronting any popu¬ 
lation. 

As an alternative to the "in¬ 
sanity of a race for world dom¬ 
inance,” he offered the only hope 
that he can see. Loan Russia 
money for its own reconstruction, 
strive to get agreements with 
Russia to forestall a wild arma¬ 
ment race, establish "right rela¬ 
tions” with Russia, and then hold 


our collective thumbs. 

"A slight possibility is all we’ve 
got to avoid World War III. But 
that possibility constitutes the 
only remaining hope for our civil¬ 
ization.” 

Mr. Page was introduced by a 
personal friend, the Rev. T. Parry 
Jones of the Kiwanis program 
committee. C. F. Blake, club 
president, presided.

Dear Kirby Page: 


When I was in St Paul recently I ran into several people who had attended 
some of your meetings and they reported you had said that compulsory military 
training did not stand a chance in the new Congress. A week or so ago I thought 
there might be some truth to this, but recent developments have completely 
changed my mind. The Army has been working behind the scene so carefully that 
now there seems to be very little question that it is sure to come up early in the 
session and receive considerable backing from leading Republicans as well as 
Truman. A meeting in which I participated in Washington last week agreed that 
we have our hands full if we are to be able to defeat conscription in the new 
Congress. At the meeting were those of us who have been working on this prob¬ 
lem in Washington, Ray Wilson, 3Tred Libby, Donald DuShane of the REA, Walter 
Sikes and so forth. 

One reason for writing is that we are up against a real problem of the 
false optimism of many of our people across the country, who believe that they 
can rest on their oars now. This would be certain to injure our attempts to 
defeat conscription. In view ojy. this, I wonder if you would be able at some 
point to caution people about^eitting back and assuming that the victory is won. 

I am very sorry that I missed you in the Twin Cities. I hope somebody 
delivered my message of greeting to you. We are delighted at the good reports 
of the fine meetings you have been having. 


I enclose a rough draft of some of the material that I am planning to 
Include in the next issue of Conscription Hews .

Devastation resulting from the war was greater than expected, and the hoped-for 
degree of recovery has not been achieved. UNRRA goes out of existence in December, 
though it will continue to care for displaced persons until June 1947. Welfare work 
for the bewildered, crippled and orphaned children of Eastern Europe will be taken 
over by the Temporary Welfare Commission of the United Nations, not yet established. 


An abnormally small harvest in the Ukraine excludes the possibility of adequate 
, e p .cIr m ,Y ssia * Tlie United States, Canada, Argentina and Australia combined will 
have 4.0,000,000 bushels of grain less carry-over this year than last, though crops 
are at perk levels.

The basic food fact seems to be that despite favorable harvests, the bread 
grain needs of countries producing too little to feed their populations are still 
eight million tons larger than the supplies that are likely to be made available 
for export unless special emergency steps are taken by the ’’have” nations. 

According to experts, there will also be a shortage of fats and oils for at least 
throe years* 

The United States invested $2,700,000,000 through UNRRA and, during the last 
year, an estimated 230 million dollars for relief through voluntary agencies. 

There is real danger that many of the gains resulting from this huge investment to 
secure the peace will be thrown away unless methods are devised to continue the 
flow of U. S. food over-seas.

We have a committee working especially on "The Place of the Church in Evanston" 
but they seemed to me to be getting "nowhere fast". Therefore, I will greatly 
appreciate your giving me any suggestions. What do you think should be covered 
in that presentation? What would you add to the enclosed proposed questionnaire 
to be sent to the churches? 

I think my own idea of what I hope the nine sessions dealing with this subject 
will do is to open the eyes of the church members themselves as to the significant 
part the church is playing in the life of the community, that it will do the same 
in a somewhat different way for the non-church members present in the sessions. 

Then I had hoped that it would show them all some possibilities which the church 
has not yet realized. I would hope too that it will drive home to church members 
what I consider their dual religious responsibility - l) for their own church and 
denomination, and 2) their community responsibility and the community can be 
extended to include the world. 

I know that you are terrifically busy, but I will greatly appreciate your help in 
this matter. 

Trust you had a very fine Thanksgiving Day. Wayne Hanson and wife and Lilian and 
I had dinner together and a delightful talk fest touching both sides of the Atlantic.

Dear Mr. Page: 

It has "been some time since I have had the happy opportunity 
of talking with you or of listening to you, and now this 
letter goes to you with many thoughts in mind. 

To help you become qruite caught up with me, I hasten to report 
that I am no longer at Santa Maria Junior College, hut have 
been in Honolulu for nearly a year working as a research assis¬ 
tant in the Sociology Department of the University. Inbetween 
and around the edges, I am completing the work for my doctorate 
in Sociology. 

You will be interested to know that there is quite an actiYe 
P.O.E. group over here, under the very able direction of Dr, 

Gilbert Bowles. We have passed many pleasant and interesting 
evenings together. However, lately we have been beset with the 
gnawing belief that there are many, many people over here who 
not only are completely unaware of the ideology and the activities 
of pacifists, but that there are many people also who would become 
active participants in such a program were they to have a fuller 
understanding of real pacifism. Of the former, we are positive. 

Of the latter, we are more than passably convinced. 

As we spoke of this the other evening, and considered ways in which 
we could bring this more closely to more people, your name came 
up. "Perhaps Kirby Page could find a few days to come to the 
Islands and speak to organized groups here." That was the happiest 
thought we produced that evening, and so I volunteered to write 
you, to explain our situation here, and to ask you if such an 
arrangement might be made.

First, let me say that there are many groups here who would he 
interested — more, I dare say, than you would he able to find 
time for. The University has an active forum group; there 
are many active church groups of many denominations; and ... 
well, I suppose your time is lip already] 

The racial division of the population here makes this a par¬ 
ticularly interesting place in which to work. I suppose you are 
already thoroughly familiar with the pattern here, hut in case 
these figures have slipped your mind, let me remind you that 
one third of the population is of Japanese extraction, one third 
of white extraction, and the remaining third somewhat unevenly 
divided between Chinese, Filipinos, Hawaiians, etc. This makes 
for a group not only needing, hut apparently tp date, extremely 
shy of much information concerning real principles of pacifism, 

I am not in a position at present to suggest a sum that might 
he offered for such a trip, hut am seeking to know, only, if 
you could find time to fit such a trip into your busy itinerary. 

The Honolulu Council of Churches has suggested, off the record, 
that they would he happy of an opportunity to support such a 
plan, and you may know, of course, that we, over here, would 
assume the expenses. Pan American planes fly daily, and at present, 
the flight across takes between 9 and 12 hours. If you indicate 
that such a plan might be feasibly and that you might find a few 
days in which to work it in, we shall hasten to make final arrange¬ 
ments. 

Needless to say, this goes with the earnest hope that you may he 

able to find time for such a proposal, and with my sincerest wishes 

for a New Year for you and yours that may fulfill all yout expectations#

I have been reading from it, 
and it has been giving me a little spiritual boost which I 
have been needing. I am a thorough pacifist, and even though 
I am a minister in one of the "peace" churches, yet as you know, 
many of our people were not able to stand the war pressures, 
and I have therefore found myself quite lonely at times. 

We had a couple of young men who went to C. 0. camps and I 
helped them all I could, yet most of the people in the communi¬ 
ties where I minister have kept us rather aloof. They have 
been very friendly, and kind--but they just have not talked 
about the things which have been so very near my heart. It 
is therefore with pleasure that I read these pages of your 
book and commune with those who have carried the light before 
me. 


My primary reason for writing you to ask about Verbeck 
of Japan was concerning information for a book which I wish 
to write sometime. I have been gathering material for several 
years, but my work as a pastor keeps me so busy that I haven't 
done too much on it yet. I want to write it from the angle of 
what I call "positive Pacifism." I believe the peace philosophy 
is the positive and realistic approach to personal and world 
problems; and that the militaristic approach is the unreal4. V 
Perhaps one of these days I shall be able to get at it. 

May I again express to you my appreciation for your work? 

I want to thank you again for sending the book. I shall read 
all of it.
